Be it engcted by the Legislative Assembly of the Territory of Minnesota :

Secrion 1. That so much of the County of Houston and

Territory of Minnesotn asg has been surveyed platted and re- facorporation

corded in the office of Register of Deeds for said county,
under the name and style of Manton, Gillett’s First Addition
to Manton, Moore and I'cterson’s Addition to Manton, and
also 80 much thereof as has been surveyed, platied and re-
corded in said Register’s office under the name of La Cres-
cent, and all territory or lands adjoining and Iying within
one fourth of a mile of the above limits, except that lying
north of Moore and Peterson’s Addition, be, and the same is
created and declared to be an incorporated town by the name
of Lo Crescent.

Sec. 2. The names of certain streets in the above limits
arc hereby changed as follows:—The name of Main strect to
that of Mississippi Avenue; the name of Gillet street to that
of Walnut street; the name of Mercer strect to that of Chest-
nut; and the name of Lancaster street to that of Sycamore
street, .

See. 3. That for the rood order and government of said
town it shall be lawful for the male inhabitants thercof, hav-
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pirecty
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ing the qualifications of electors of the Legislative Assembly
of the Territory of Minnesota, to meet at the place of holding
the last general election in the precinct in which said town
of La Crescent is sitnate, on the first Wednesday in May
next, and at the same time annually thereafter, at such place
in said town as the town council may direct, and then and
there proceed by ballot to clect one President, one Recorder
and threc Trustecs, being houscholders or owners or real
cstate and regidents of said town, end having the qualifica-
tiona of clectors as aforesaid, who shall hold their offices one
yeor, and until their succesaors shall be elected and qualified,
and such President, Recorder and Trustees being o clected
and qualificd, shall constitate the Town Council of said town;
and threc of whom shall constitute a quornm for the trans-
action of business pertaining to their duties. And in said
Town Council shall be vested the government of said town,
and the excreise of its corporate powers, and the manage-
ment of its fiscal, prudential and municipal concern.
Suc. 4. At the first clection to be holden under this act,
there shall be chosen viva voce by the clectors present at the
Juages and time for opening the polls on the day of holding said firat
go‘:‘kﬂ of elec- glection, two Judges and one Clerk of said clection who shall
take an oath or aflirmation faithfully to discharge the duties
required of them by this Act, and at &ll subsequent clections,
the Trustees, or any two of them, shall be judges, and the
Recorder, or in his absence, some person be appointed by the
Judges, shall be Clerk.  The polls shall be opened between
the hours of ten und eleven o'clock in the forenoon, and close
at four in the afternoon of said day, and at the close of the
polls the vole shall be counted, and a true statement thereof
proclaimed to the voters present by one of the Judges, and
the Clerk shall make a true record thereof, and within five
days thercufter hie shall give notice to the persons so clected,
of their election; and it shall be the duty of the said Town
Coumeil, at least ten days before each and cvery clection to
give notice of the smne by setting up advertisements at three
of the most public places in said town, at least twice before
snch election.
8ke. 5. The candidates veceiving the highest number of
votes for the offices for which they shall respeetively be can-
didates, shall be declared clected by the said judges of the
clection, and the candidates so elected shall, before entering
upen the performance of the duties of their respective offices,
cach take an oath or aflirmation to support the Constitution
of the United States, and also an oath of office, which shall
be taken before some justice of the peace or other person
anthorized to administer onths, and filed with the Recorder.
Powers ang . “EC. 6. The President, Recorder and Trustees of gaid Town
Datles shall be enpable in law, by their corporate name aforesaid,
to acquire property, real, peraonal and mived, and may sell
and convey the same at pleasure. They may have a common
seal, which they may break, alter or renew at pleasure, and

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when any suit shall be commenced against said corporation,
the first process shall be served by an attested copy thereof
left with the Recorder, or at his usnal place of residence, at
least six days previous to the reiurn day of such proccss,
and this corperation shall be competent to have and cxercise
all the rights and privileges, and be subject to all the duties
and obligations appertamning to municipal corporations.

See. . The President, and in his absence, the Recorder
shall preside at all meetings of the Town Council; and
the Recorder shall attend all mectings of the Town Coun-
cil, and make o fair and acenrate record of all their proceed-
ings, and of all the by-laws, rales aund ordinances made or
passed by the Common Council afuresaid, and the same shall
at all times be open for the inspection of the electors of said
town; but in case of the absence or inability of the Recorder
to act, the Trustecs may appoint one of their body clerk pro
tempore.

Skc. 8. The President shall also keep the scal of said cor-
poration, sign all commissions, licences and permits which
may be granted by the Common Conneil; he shall maintain
peace and good order, and gee that the ordinances of the town
arc observed and exccuted. e shall have power to udmin-
ister oaths or affirmations, and to take and certify acknowl-
edgements of deeds and other instrnments in writing; as a
judicial officer he shall have concurrent jurisdiction with Jus-
tices of the Pence of the county of Houston, of all cases of
violution of any ordinance of said town, or under the laws of
the Territory.

Sec. 9. The Town Council shall have power to fill all va-
cancies which may happen in said board, from the qnalified
voterg of suid town, who shall hold their appointments until
the next annunal election, and until their successors shall be
elected and qualified; and in the absence of the President
and Recorder from any mecting of the Town Council, the
Trustees shall have power to appoint any two of their num-
ber to perform the duties of President and Recorder for the
time being.

See, 10. The Town Council shall have power to provide
tor the appointment or clection of o Treasurer, Town Mar-
ghal, and all subordinate officers which they may think neces-
sary for the good government and well being of said towan,
to prescribe iheir dutics, and determine the period of their
appointment, and the fees they shall be entitled to receivefor
their respective services, when the same is not otherwise
provided for by this act, and to require of them to iake an
oath of office previous to entering upon the duties of their
regpective offices, and shall further require of them a bond
with sccurity, conditioned for tho faithful performance of the
duties of their reepective offices. The Town Council shall
alap have power to fix to the violation of the by-laws and or-
dinances of the corporation rezsonable finee and penzltics;
Provided, that no bylaws or ordinances of said corporation
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ghall take effect or be in force nntil the same shall have been
posted up in one of the most public places in said town, or
published in some newspaper in said town, at least ten days,
and the certificate of the Recorder entered upon the record
of said Town Counci), shall be deemed and taken to be suffi-
cient evidence of such publication.

See. 11, The Town Council shall, at the expiration of each
and every year, cause to be made out and posted up as afore-
said, or published in some newspaper in said town the re-
ceipts and expenditures of the preceding year.

See. 12, The Town Council shall have power to enact,
cstablish, publish, alter, modify, amend or repeal all such or-
dinances, vules, and by-laws dor the government and good
order of the town, for the suppression of vice, for the preven-
tion of fires, and for the benetit of trade and commerce, and
for the health thereof, as they may deem expedient, declaring
and imposing penalties, and to enforce the same against any
person who may violate any of the provisions of such ordi-
nances, rules or by-laws, and such ordinances, rules or by-
laws are hereby declared to be aud to have the force of
law. Provided, That they be not repugnant 1o the Constitu-
tivn and Laws of the United States, and of this Territory;
and for those purposes shall have authority, by ordinance or
Ly-laws, to organtee lire companies, hook and ladder compa-
nies, to regulate their government and the time and manner
of their exereisesy to provide all necessavy apparatus for the
extinguishment of fires; to require the vwners of buildings
to provide and keep sunitable ladders and fire-buckets, which
are hereby declared to Le uppurtenauces to real estate, and
cxempt from seizure, distress, or sale in any wanner; and if
the owner shall refuse to procure suitable ladders and fire-
buckets, after o reasonable notice, the Common Council may
procure and deliver the same to him; and in default of pay-
ment therefor, may recover of the said owner the valie of
such ladders or firc-buckets, or both, with costs of suit; to
regulate the storage of gunpowder and other dangerous ma-
terial; to direct the safe construction of a ploce for the de-
posit of ashes; to appoint one or more fire wardens to cnter
into, at reasonable times, and examine all dwelling Tiouses,
lots, yards, cnclosurey and buildings of every description, in
vrder to discover if uny of them are in a dangerons condi-
tion, and to cause such as moy be dangerous to be put in a
safe conditivn; to reguolate the manner of putting up stoves
and stove pipes; to prevent fires and the use of fireworks
and firearms within the limits of said town, or such part
thercof’ as they may think proper; to compel the inhabitants
of said village to aid in the extinguishing of fires, and to
pull, break down and raze such buildings in the vicinity of
the fire as shall be directed by the Common Council, or & ma-

jority of them who may be at the fire, for the purpose of pre-

veitting its communication to other buildings, and generally
to cstablish other measures of prudence for the prevention or
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extinguishmont of fires ag they may deem proper.  Sccond—
To prevent, abate and remove nuisances and take such mea-
sures for the public health as they may deem proper, and
compel the owner or ocenpant of any grocery, cellar, tallow
chandler’s shop, soap factory, tannery, stable, barn, privy,
sewer, butcher shop, or other unwholesome or nauscous houses
or places; to cleanse, remove or abate the same {rom time to
time, ag ofien as it may be deemed necessary for the health,
r comfort und convenience of the inhabitants of the town.

Third—To license and regulate the exhibitions of common
showmen, or shows of uny kind, or the exhibition of any na-
tural or artificial curiosities, caravans, circuses, or theatrical
perfermances, under the ordinances or common law.  Fourth
—To restrain and prohibit all deseriptions of gaming, and
frandulent devices and practices, and all playing of cards,
b dice or other games of ¢hance, for the purpose of gaming in

gaid towa, Fifth—To prevent any riots, noise, disturbance,

or disorderly agsemblages, suppress and vestrain disorderly

hiouses or grocerics, or louses of ill-fame, shows and exhibi-

tions, Sixth-—To direct the location and management of all

slanghter-houses and markets,  Seventh—To prevent the

encubiering the gtreets, sidewalky, alleys, or public grounds,

with carriages, carts, wagons, sleighs, sleds, boxes, lumber,
: firewood, or other materials or substance whatever. Bighth—
To prevent horse-racing, immoderate driving or riding in the
streets within the limits of the toewn., Ninth—To restrain
the running at large of catlle, swine, sheep, horses, poultry
and preese, and fo authorize the distraining and sale of the
gamne, or to impose u fine not exceeding five dollars for every
such animal found so going at large in violation of the by-
laws of the town. Tenth—=To prevent the ruaning at iarge
of dogs, and to authorize the destruction of the same in o
summary manner, when at large contrary to the ordinances,
or to tmpose u tax upon the same. Eleventh—To prevent
any person fram bringing, depositing, er having within said
town any putrid carcass or unwholesome substance, and to
require the removal of the same by any person who may have
upon hig premiscs any such substance, or any putrid or un-
sound beef, pork, fish, hides or sking of any kind, and in de-
fanlt, to authorize the removal thercof by some competent
i officer, at the expense of such person or persons.  Tweltth—
To establish and regulate boards of health, provide hospitals
and eemetery grounds, regulate the burying of the dead, and
the returns of the billa of mortality, and to ‘exempt burying
grounds set apart for public use {rom taxation, Thirteenth—
To prevent all persons from viding or deiving any horse, mule,
nx, cattle or other animal on the sidewalks in said town, or
in any way doing any damage to such sidewalks. Iour-
teenth—To restrain drunkards, immoderate drinking, or ol
seenity in the streets or public places, and provide for arrest-
ing, removing and banishing any person or persons who may
be guilty of the same, and to regulate, restrict, or prevent

-
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the sale of intoxicating drinks in said town. Fificenth—To
protect trees and monuments in the town.  Sixteenth—To
regulate and provide for the improvement, changing and
grading of the streets and alleys of said town, under such
rules and regulations as they may adopt. Seventcenth—To
provide for conveying the water in pipes into any and all
parts of said town, in any manncr they may deein nccessary
for the convenience of the inhabitants thereof.

Ske. 18, For the purpose of more effectually enabling the
sald Town Council to carry into cffect the provisions of thia

Lery Tax  act, they arc hereby authorized and cmpowered to assess a tax
for corporationp urposes, within the limits of said corperation,
made taxable by the laws of this Territory, so that said tax
shall not exceed in any one year five mills on the dollar of
valuation, as the same may be found on the books of the
County Commissioners of the county within which said town
may bo located ot the time of asscssing said tax. The town
shall also have power, if authorized to do so by v majority of
all the clectors of said town, at any meeting called for that
purpose, to levy an additienal tax as above specified, suffi-
cient to carry into effect any of the provisions of this act,
public nutice of which meeting, and the object thercof, shall
be given by posting o wriiten or priuted notice thercof in at
least three of the most public places in said town, fen days
before the time of such meeting, or by publishing o copy
thereof in the newspaper or newspapers published in said
town.

How colleoted  SFC. 14, When any tax is levied, it _shall be the duty of
the Recorder to mnade out a duplicate of the taxes charging
each individual owning property in said corporation with the
amount agsesscd on cach item of property, ag found on the
buoks of the County Commissioners of said county, which du-
plicate shall be certified by the President and Recorder, and
one copy thereof shall be placed in the hands of the Marshal,
or such other person as ghall be appointed collector, whoso
duty it shall be to collect said tax, in the same manncr and
under the same regulations as other county taxes are col
lected; and the Marshal, or such other person as may be ap-
pointed collector, shall immediately after collecting said tax,
an the same over to the Treasurer of said corporation, taking

is receipt therefor; and the said Marshal or other collector
shall have the same power to sell both real and personal pro-
perty for the non-payment of the corporation taxcs as is giv-
en to the county collector, and when necessary the Recorder
shall have power to make deeds in the same manncr that
Sheriff’s do, and the Marshal or other collector shall receive
for his fees, such sum as the Town Council may dircct, not
exceeding six per centum on all moneys by him collected, to
be paid by the Treasurer on the order of the Recorder.

Booka deliver.  SEC- 15.  The president, Recorder, or other officers of said
ed to mecessor corporation, shall, on demand, deliver to their successors in
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office all such books and other property as appertaining in
anywise to said corporation.

Sgo. 16, It shall not be lawful for the officers of said cor-
poration to receive for their services more than one dollar Fees
per day for the time negesaarily employed in the performance
of their dutics, except that the President, when performing
duties as the Justice of the Peace, shall receive such com-
pensation and from same source as is by law provided for
eimilar gervices.
